NOTHING DOING WE DON'T WANT IT 


* Appearing in the daily papers and _ heard — over the 
radio during the past week was a story regarding a Jap- 
anese bid for foreign trade again, This one item alone to 
the Japanese economy was one of the most important in 
her vast economic set-up prior to the war just concluded. 
The item stated-that six Canadian business men had 
gone to Japan to see for themselves just what Japan has 
to offer. The article reads on that there is everything 
from 5,000 bamboo vaulting poles, to 23,500 silk and 
paper fans. Other would-be exports included bicycles, 
fishing gear, electric irons, fans, toasters, flashlights, 
radio panels and cast iron pots, not to mention women ’s 
belts, dog collars and dog harness, They also have 94- 


piece dinner sets and 94,000 watches and clocks to find a. 


market for. 


The catch is that now the war is.over Canadians are to 
forgive and forget, Some things though are just a little 
hard to forget, Most everyone will remember the night of 
December. 7th, 1941, as they sat by their radio hearing 
the news reports and trying to untangle the bits of in- 
formation that reached our ears about what happened at 
Pearl Harbor. This night was nearly six years ago, but 
still it happened. . 


Others will rémember the days of the Bataan Death 
March, the hard fighting that was encountered on 
the islands that dot the southern Pacific. No, our mem- 
ory is langer than. that. Now that six years have past it 
might be their hope that we have forgotten and resume 
trade with their country to give them some outlet for 
their manufactured goods. 


As long as Canada can produce the goods that Japan 
wants to export, and as long as there remains in this 
country unemployment, in our humble opinion, it would 
be breaking a. sacred trust to the memories of the men 
who suffered at the hands of the Japanese war machine. 

It might be offered as a suggestion that .even after 
transportation of Japans goods to this country they are 
priced lower than the same. article manufactured in Can- 
ada or the United States. This is true to almost every 
degree, but on the other hand would the proponents of 
such an argument care to work in a Japanese factory for 
the 5 or 10 cents that the Japanese workers are paid for 
a full days work. Their standard of living is such that a, 
person making a pitiful small wage by our standards 
would be able to live as a king in that country. 


No, as the heading implies, we don’t want any part of 
it. It would be the quickest way to ruin that ont could 
-ever think of. During the past eight years (and it is just 
-eight years ago this month that war was declared) Can- 
ada has become one of the leading industrial nations. 
‘This was at first never thought to be a possibility but it 
did come about. Anything that will jeopardize this posi- 
tion, and especially Canada itself jeopardizing its own 
‘position, should be regarded with the utmost suspicion.

mhulti-lateral trading. 


The Ottawa Citizen, which is now 
looked upon as the chief apologists 
for socialism in the capital, pute for 
ward the unusual claim that “full 
employment’ can only be obtained by 
bi-lateral agreements, It does not 
attempt to explain how it comes to 
this conclusion in spite of evidence 
that multi-lateral trading would be 
greater and would therefore create 


‘more employment. This evidence is 


admitted in its final sentence which 


‘gays that “countries which want a 


atabilized economy will ‘plan’ it at 
a low and not: at a high level’, 


While there has been considerable 
proof in actual practise this is the 
firat open statement from socialists 
that their “system” will give a lower . 
standard of living to those who 
adopt or permit it. 


The Privy Council of Great Britain 


There is still considerable differ- 
ence of opinion on how. soon the 
government should act to discontin- 
ue appeals from Canada to the Privy 
Council of Great Britain. The Privy 
Council itself decided that the par- 
liament..of Canada hga.the rigtit. to 
have the final court of e@ppeal a 
Canadian one. For years those who 
wanted to maintain appeals ot the 
Privy Council were acoused of being 
“Imperialists” and colonially-mind- 
ed, The addition of Union Nationale 
Premier Dupleasig of Quebec to the 
ranks of those who would retain the 
right of appeal to Britain may change 
this charge but, will not strengthen 
or re-assure them in their stand, 


It appears to this observer that 
the weight of public opinion in all 
provinces is in favour of having a 
Canadian Court give final judge- 
ment on Canadian questions. 


Canada’s position in the Americas 


While there is much interest in 
political circles here in '3 pos- 
ition in relation to the other coun- 
tries of North and South America, 
it is difficult to find any general or 
crystallized opinion, No one denies 
that Canada must play her full part 
in the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. Few, if any will deny that 
we must also play our full part as a 
sovereign nation of the new world. 
Whether these two positions are 
compatible or cgnflicting is a ques- 
tion in many minds, Certainly it is 
hoped everywhere, or almost every- 
where that both positions can be 
maintained. This hope will be pos- 
sible only if the great ideal and ob- 
jective of the United Nations is, in 
large part, realized, It is recognized 
here that this is not an academic or 
remote question but one that will 
vitally affect the personal welfare 
of every Canadian. 


Commended by Communists 


Many members of the C.C.F. party 
are unhappy about the praise that 
is being heaped, by both the Russian 
and Canadian Communist papers, 
upon Wm. Irvine, C.C.F., M.P. from 
Alberta, Only a short while ago the 
CCF, leader denied that there was 
any sympathy or cooperation be- 
tween the two parties who: advocate 
similiar “ideologies”. 

Mr. Irvine defended Russia's spy 
activities in Canada ,denounced Ivor 
Gouzenko, who revealed the Russian 
plot to the police, for his loyalty to 
Canada, claimed that Russia’s stand 
ard of living is not much below that 
of Canada and that the Russian gov- 
ernment is representative of its 
people. He also said that the report 
of twenty million in Russian con- 
centration camps was “not worth 
denying”.

BACK, TO SCHOOL 
SANDWICHES 


Nutritionists say if junior is to 
make good grades at school he muat 
be well fed, His inch box must ‘rate 
high marks when checked against 
Canada’s Food Rules. 

The lunch should supply its full 
quota of necessary foods if the day’s 
meals are to add up to 100%. A good 
lunch contains a protein (in the 


form of meat, fish, cheese, eggs, nuts, 


or dried beans), a fruit or vegetable, 
frequently raw, and milk in the form 
of beverage, creamed soup, or dés- 
sert, as well as energy foods in the 
form of Canada-approved bread, 
"Many schools,’ nowadays, provide 
either a full lunch or milk or soup 
for the children. If the full lunch. is 
provided, the responsibility of pre- 
paring it is lifted from mother’s 
Shoulders, but where no provision is 
made to serve the midday meal at 
school, it is up to mother to pack 
a lunch ‘that “packs a punchi”. : 

The home economists of the Con- 
sumer Section, Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture offér some sug- 
gestions for substantial sandwich 
fillings. They also say that it sim- 
plifies making up. lunches if.a prepar- 
ation corner is stocked with the 
equipment such as wax paper, little 
jars for carrying salads, the hinch 
box, etc,. This, saves many steps 
usually wasted in rounding up these 
items when the time comes to pack 
the lunch each day.

EXTRA EATS 

To keep up with their rapid dev- 
elopment, young péople need extra 
food, and the authorities say that it 
is quite all. right for them to have 
in-between meal snacks, as long as 
these consist of the right kind of 
food.
